require to be a mechanic to keep down repair bills On the ttitfin* 
or any other part at yew car. 


All that 1 4o practically any other automobile owner can do. 


Take this engine overhaul. 
Th« principal rtaacn why the enpn« 


in uy car if itill in good rendition, i* because I drain out all the 
old oil from the crankcase every SOO miles in manner, and about 
every 400 mile* in winter. In this way I arwavs have fresh lubri- 
utiflf oil in the crankcaie. 


If you find that yonr engine 


•ppeart to use very little oil. 
thit when you examine the oil 
l^aiigc it always shows the crink- 
e»« with apparently plenty of 
ml, it is NOT a iftioA 
SIKH.

atmg oil is being used, and the 
fid that the level of the oil in 
the crankcase doe: not appear to

dilution of the lubricating oil in 
you* rranVrmf with en«olinr i* 
very heavy. 
Drain off some of 


the old oil and yon will find that it smells strongly of pasoline and 
it you nib a little of it between your fingers you will find it has no 
body compared with a nnperiul of fresh oil. 


How docs this dilution occur. 
The gasoline supplied today is 


vrry difficult to vaporize properly, and the heavy pan that is not 
burned on the power stroke finds its way past the piston down into 
the crankcase, diluting the lubricating oil. 


This gasoline thins out the oil to such an extent that it wifl not 


luhrieate the engine bearings or cylinder walls causing them to wear 
ranidlv and Very soon roar engine becomes very noisy and has to 
be taken down and overhauled. 
If you want to keep your engine 


in good condition and prevent early engine overhaul bills, change 
the otl m the crankcase at least every 500 miles. 


Take as another ejample the lubrication of the rear axle. This 


important unit should b* filled to the proper level with lubricant 
every 5.000 mil**. If you give the rear aile this attention, it will 
be rubricated perfectly, and will give no trouble. Suppose, howrrer, 
in your zeal you keep on pumpinp in oil pa.it the proper level, what 
happens? First you notice that oil begins to oore out on th« brake 
drums and the brakes refuse to act promptly because of the oil oa 
the brake lining*. 


This means that yon nave to remove the rear wheels and fit new 


washers. Ycm alio have to remove the brake bands and wash them 
in gasoline then readjust the brakes.
